Garcia’s men have nearly 
all been brought over from west of Santi- 
age There are 4,500 or 4,800 of them. Gen- 
eral Gonzales commands the Cuban advance 
line of about 800 men. ee: 

These Cubans are not workers. They 
doen't help much in road-building or in get- 
ting: up the mules, artillery, and supplies. 
Their occupation is chiefly cigaret-smoking 
when they are not out on a scout. But the 
way they go through brush opens the eyes 
of the Americans, to whom the cacti are al- 
most*as hateful as the enemy. Probably in 
thé real fighting the Cubans may give a good 
act@int of themselves, though the ground 
is a little open for their style of warfare. - 

Deserters from Santiago declare that 4,000 
of Linares’ men are sick, and they further 
assert that no reinforcements have come in 


of hands to take in a hundred men-or more.

** Was any officer killed or wounded?” 

“Yes; a great officer was brought into the 
hospital in a carriage.” 

These pacificos seid that the ambush was 
not planned ahead, but that the Spaniards 
were retreating at the time and when 
pressed too hard took advantage of the first 
good opportunity to hide and trap the 
Americans in their headlong rush.

‘iis dashing bravery is what caused the 
feeling of panic among the Spaniards in 
Santiago. The, four Cubans declared that 
the Spanish sdidiers were almost as badly 
frightened as the women and children, who 
have been worked into a condition of terror 
by the tales told of the bloodthirsty “ in- 
vaders."" The Cubans are fed with tales 
that once the Americans get hold of them 
they will be used as beasts of burden, as 
they declare Garcia's men have been. : 

“The American pigs are making your sol- 
diers carry loads, build roads, and take the 
front places, where they will be sure to be 
killed.”’ 

Everything is quickly being systematized, 
and when the time for the grand assault 
comes there will be no lack of provisions or 
water or ammunition for the men who are 
to do the fighting. ‘ Pecos Bill’’ Shafter 
and General Young are men who fought 
their way up to their present positions, 
neither being a West-Pointer. Young, in 
fact, began service as a private. So they 
know what the fighting man must have when 
he fights and are doing their best to pro- 
vide the necessaries. 

Tuesday may see the big fight, with Shaf- 
ter’s men swarming over the barbed wire 
an@ storming the intrenchments, while 
Sampson ignores the torpedoes and goes in 
to blow Cervera out of the water. Once our 
fleet was in the harbor, Santiago couldn't 
hold out half a day. . 

So if those guns are really up by Tuesday 
there ought to be news of a great battle. 


Talk With General Garcia. 
This is what General Garcia said to me 
today when I asked him about the possibil- 
ity of an attack from the rear by Linares 


or reinforcements sent to him from other 


parts of the island: 

“The outside limits of{\\the force of Gen- 
eral Linares’ men is 14,000. Of these 4,000 
are sick, or disabled, or incompetent. That 
leaves him 10,000 effective fighters. Now, 
suppose he should send out 3,000men. That 
certainly would be all he could spare from 


. his defenses. Well, what figure would 3,000 


men cut in the effort to flank the American 
army? 

As to reinforcements, the Cuban patriots 
block every road leading into Santiago. That 
is just what the Cuban forces have been sta- 
tioned for. Our positions are such that we 
could hold any Spanish column in check. 

“Of course, General Pareja has at Cai- 
manera and Guantanamo about 3,000 men. 
He may make an effort to join Linares in 
Santiago. But about 3,000 Cubahs block his 
way. Meantime the American forces on. 
Guantanamo Bay, the ships and marines, 
give him all he can do to hold his positions.”’ 

General Garcia received dispatches today 
from Genera! Miles saying: 

“We are enthusiastic over your conduct. 
Warmest congratulations. Please answer 
officially your acceptance of plans and prom- 
ise of codperation.’’

CADET HALLIGAN WINS A FLAG. 


Cubans Present a Banner for the Land- 
ing of the First Boatload of 
Soldiers. 


Off Santiago de Cuba, June 26, via Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, June 27.—Naval Cadet John 
Halligan Jr. of the flagship Brooklyn re- 
turned on board that vessel last night witha 
large silk Cuban flag, which had been pre- 
sented to him for landing the-first boat- 
load of soldiers of the invading army. 
Commodére Schley and Captain Cook are 
pleased at the fact that the flagship’s boats 
and men accomplished the first landing. 
Cadet Halligan also reported that five of the 
St. Louis’ boats and one boat of the Brook- 
lyn were damaged. | 

When it is considered that 17,000 men and 
a large number of horses and mules, in ad- 
dition to supplies for the army, were landed, 
the record made is remarkable both for 
speed and absence of disaster. The, first 
launch of the Brooklyn, in charge of Cadet 
Halligan, with three boats in tow, reached 
the shore at the head of the fleet of the 
small craft, and the Cubans, who were al- 
ready in possession of the landing place, 
handed the flag to the cadet, and he gave 
them the launch’s flag in return. 
Commodore Schley, commenting on the 
landing, said: “It is the breaking of all 
records in modern history to land such a 
number of men, fully provided with all

After the Vesuvius had reached a place of 
safety the other ships moved up and con- 
tinued the monotonous task of watching 
for Admiral Cervera's fleet. The rest of the 
night was quict. 

Today some of the smaller ships shelled 
the coast near the army camps. This was 
merely precautionary work, to make the 
neighborhood unsafe for stray Spaniards. 


BRAVE, BUT USE BAD TACTICS. 


Comment of the English Press on the 


Riders. 


London, June 27.—The afternoon news- 
papers here comment upon the battle of La 
Quasina in the same strain as the morning 
papers, pralsing the bravery of the Ameri- 
can soldiers and condemning the tactics 
which permitted them to be ambushed. 

The Westminster Gazette says it thinks 
the serious part of the fighting has ouly 
begun, and adds: 

“It is a pity that so many brave men must 
fall on both sides before Spain sues for 
peace.” 

The story of Edward Marshall, cor- 
respondent of the New York Journal and 
Advertiser, dictating his report of-the fight 
for his newspaper while mortally wounded 
provokes sympathetic comment. The West- 
minster Gazette says: | 

“To the honor of war correspondents

A dispatch to the Daily News from Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, says: 

“The conditions in which the Americans 
entered the battle at Sevilla show that their 
fighting was really magnificent. When at- 
tacked they were hysterical and half out of 
their minds. All courage would have been 
scorched out of* less thoroughbred men. 
Their tongues’ were swollen from thirst and 
their throats shriveled. 

“* Hell,’ said a survivor, ‘has no terrors 
for me now.’ 

“The Americans seem to be suspicious of 
the insurgents, who could be of immense 
assistance in bushwhacking. 

“*But how can we be sure,’ says an 
American officer, ‘that any one of them is 
not a Spaniard ready to lead us into trouble? 
We can’t talk their nigger Castilian, and 
when they guide us we have to go it blind. 
We should trust them completely or not at 
all.”’

The Spaniards have a high 
opinion of the efficacy of the protection ofa 
barb wire fence: So when thcy build a 
blockhbouse, a trocha. cr any other class of 
fortification they have it surrounded by from 
one to any number of barb wire feuccs. 

“ Dispatches say the Spaniards have thir- 
ty-seven rows of trenches and seven rows 
of barb wire fences around the city of 
Santiago. It is possible that the fences 
are there or a number of thom. but take 
into consideration the fact thai this San- 
tiago ridge is of cota! rock formation, which 
is exceedingly hard and difficult to blast, and 
the fact ghat the Spuulards never begin to 
do anything which is necessary wrtil the - 
last moment, it is possible thirty-seven is 
an exaggeration, especially as their army 
has been scattered all aiong the coasi be- 
tween Baiquiri and Santiago until they 
have lately been driven in there. Yet the 
first thing which the government would 
do would be to place every Spaniard in 
Ssntiago in the ranks, and possibly quite a 
number of Cubans.

The Spanish coast line is 2,122 kilometers 
jong, of which 769 kilometers are on the 
north coast, while 1,353 kilomcters are along 
the Mediterranean and the Atlantic on the 
south coast. The coast is described bymaval 
strategists as abrupt and mountainous, with 
sinuous inlets and gulfs, resembling the 
fiords of Scandinavia. In general the fortifi- 
cations of the coast are relics of the 


medieval greatness of Spain, and many of 
these defenses are tumbling ruins. 


Probable Points of Attack. 


The Spanish coast is divided into three 
f&ptain Generalcies—namely: Ferrol, on the 
terth; Cadiz, on the south; and Cartagena, 
om the east. At Ferrol is the naval school 
and the school rayal application. At 
Cartagena is the school or ordnance and the 
torpedo school. Cadiz is the point where 
most of the fortification guns are made. 
Each of the three naval provinces has a 
certain number of coast towns under its 
immediate care. The Ferrol division in- 
cludes the ports of Ferrol, Corruna, Vila- 
garcia, V Vivero, Rivardeo, Santandar, 
Bilbao, t. Sebastian. . | 

The Cadiz division includes the ports of 
Cadiz, Algeciras, Malaga, Montiril, Almeria, 
Seville, Huelva, and the Canaries. 

The Cartagena district includes the Ports 
of Cartagena, Alicante, Valence, Vinarcz, 
Tortece, Barcelona, Mataro, Majorca, 
Mahon, and Ivice. 

The total artillery of these ports, under 
the normal condition prior to the war, is as 
follows: 119 Krupp guns, 55 Armstrong 
guns, 90 Ordonez guns, and a large 
number of Hontoria guns. The main reli- 
ance is on the Ordonez guns, which are espe- 
Cially for fortification purposes. They are 
of 21, 24, and 30 centimeters. 

A separaie divison of the coast is made 
for the purpose of placing torpedoes and 
submarine mines. This work is divided into 
four districts, with Ferrol, Cadiz, Carta- 
gena, and Mahon as headquarters. Each 
town along the coast ts allotted a certain 
humber of torpedoes. For instance, the al- 
—— for Barcelona alone is 500 torpe- 

oes. 

Many of these ports are connected by 
cables, which form an additional feature of 
navalattack. A cable runs from Barcelona 
to Marseilles. Cadiz has three cables, one 
to the Canaries, another to Gibraltar, and 
@nother to Villa Real. Vigo is the cable 
station for two lines. . 

The information is in minute detail as to 
the defenses of each port. For instance, 
Ferrol is protected on the north by a series 

of three batteries and two ch&teaus, the 
chateaus occupying points which command 
_ passes from the sea. The town is encircled 
by bastions and redoubts of ancient pattern, 
Dut recently remodeled. 

The defenses of Cadiz consist of a circle 
of eleven powerful forts. The other har- 
bors are similarly defined with detail in- 
formation as to approaches, channels, depth 
water, batteries, etc. 

With this full information at hand, the 
Mature of the assault upon the coast of 
Bpain will be pretty well outlined before the 
American squadron sails.

SENATE DEBATE ON HAWAII. 


Speeches Are Made in Opposition to 
the Annexation of the Pacifi 
Islands. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—At 11 o’clock 
this morning the Senate convened, and a 
few minutes afterward adopted the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Davis, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations committee, providing that here- 
after, until further action shall be taken, the 
Senate convene daily at 11 a.m. 

Consideration of the Hawalian annexa- 
tion resolutions were resumed, and during 
the session Mr. Clay [Dem., Ga.], Mr. Roach 
{Dem., N. D.]; and Mr. Caffery [Dem., La.] 
addressed the Senate in opposition to them. 
Mr. Caffery had not concluded his speech 
when the Senate adjourned. 

The annexation of Hawaii would, Mr. Clay 
insisted, start this country upon a career 
of conquest, which was opposed to the true 
destiny of the United States. He claimed 
that to make the present war an excuse for 
the adoption of a colonization policy would 
be a violation of the declarations made in 
the Cuban resolutions, and would involve 
the country in tremendous difficulties, and 
possible ruin. He declared that the United 
States had no business to capture the Phil- 
ippine Islands, as the war had not been be- 
gun for any such purpose. 

Mr. Roach advanced the novel argument 
that the United States should not annex the 
islands, as their existence was problematic- 
al. They were liable to be swallowed up 
by the sea in an earthquake. 

Mr. Caffery {La.] said the policy proposed 
was dangerous to the safety and perpetuity 
of the United States, and opposed to the 
fundamental principles of the government. 

The conference report on the Indian ap- 
propriation bill was rejected, the special 
grounds of objection being the prdyision 
allowing Indians to lease mineral 1 , and 
one stated by Mr.Pettigrew,who insisted that 
the Senate copferees should insist upon the 
free homes provision. 


VOTES TO RAISE MORE SALARIES 


Committee on School Management Rec- 
ommends Giving Certain Assist- 
ant Principals $75 Year Increase. 


The Committee on School Management of 
the Board of Education, at its last meeting 
of the year, held yesterday afternoon, rec- 
ominended for reélection all teachers and 
Superintendents employed at present ex- 
cept those whom the Normal School commit- 
tee has under advisement. The resolution 
to raise the salaries of assistant principals 
in charge of schools of four rooms or more 
and over one-half mile distant from the 
principal’s school, after Mrs. Ella Hull had 
failed in an effort to have the committee 
strike out the half-mile provision, was 
adopted. It affects thirteen schools and 
gives their assistant principals $75 a year 
more than the maximum salary received by: 
an eighth grade teacher.

HARPER SPEAKS AT COLBY. 


New Haven, Conn., June 27.—[Special.]— 
A thousand alumni, returning to Yale to as- 
sist the class of '98 to celebrate the com- 
mencement days of the university, this after- 
noon disproved the theory that too many 
of the graduates are at the front to conduct 
a successful commencement. 

The ranks of the younger alumni are 
thinned by the war, and the class of '86 for 
its triennial and ’92 for its sexennial have 
unusually small delegations back. Scores 
of their members are fighting under the 
Stars and Stripes on foreign shores, and to- 
morrow, at the reunions of the classes, the 
long Yale cheer will ring for the military 
heroes of old Yale. 

Judges from every State in the union, rep- 
resentatives of the Hawalilan Republic, ex- 
Secretary William C. Whitney, and ex-Min- 
ister Wayne MacVeagnh are here and Minis- 
ter to Germany Andrew D. White has sent 
his regriets. 

‘This has been class day, and the “old 
s”’ fumed and perspired on the tiers of 
the amphitheater at Vanderbilt Hall, while 
the seniors sat in the inclosed space, clad in 
caps and gowns, sang Yale songs, smoked 
the long class pipes, and listened to the reci- 
tations of the dark deeds of undergraduate 
fe revealed by the historians.

SPALDING AT THE COUNTY JAIL. 
Former President of Globe Savings 


Bank Brought from Joliet— 
Louise Ervin Visits Him. 


Ex-Banker Charles W. Spalding returned 
to his old cell in the Cook County Jail yes- 
terday and for a time will enjoy a vacation 
from his duties as assistant librarian for 
the State Penitentiary at Joliet. Jailer Whit- 
man brought him back to Chicago in the 
afternoon to testify in cases involving claims 
against the defunct Globe Savings Bank. 

Soon after Spalding reached the jail Miss 
Louise Ervin called to see him. Spalding 
was brought down to Jailer Whitman's of- 
fice, where the former banker and his former 
clerk greeted each other pleasantly and 
conversed for half an hour. Spalding re- 
fused to talk for publication further than to 
say that his health was reasonably good. 

During the afternoon Spalding was taken 
into Judge Tuley’s courtroom. The Judge 
at once sent for the attorneys, who secured 
from him the writ of habeas corpus, on 
which Spalding was released from Joliet. 
When they arrived the papers making the 
formal transfer of the prisoner from the 
custody of the State to that of the county 
were drawn up and signed. Then, after ad- 
journing court, the Judge talked for a few 
minutes with the ex-banker concerning the 
cases that are to be taken up today. 

The muddled affairs of the bank are to be 
thoroughly aired and the proceedings will 
begin today before Judge Tuley with the 
list of intervening petitions, Then come the 
contested cases, and after they are disposed 
of the general cases will be taken up in 
order. The claim of the University of Illi- 
nois for $18,000, the face value of bonds 
seized by Receiver Henry Lehman when the 
safe deposit vaults were opened under an 
order of court, will be about the last case 
to be reached, as it stands near the bottom 
of the list. It will take until near the sum- 
mer vacation adjournment of the court to 
dispose of all these cases. It has already 
taken a year and three months to put them 
into shape for trial. '

Two more infantry regiments— 
the Bighth and Ninth—will be mustered 
into the service soon under the President's 
second eall for troops; Should there be 
a third call, and there is an impression 
that there will be one soon, Illinois will 
respond to ® immediately. The men the 
State will have to furnish, no matter how 
large the quota may be, are ready to go.

He states there are seven or eight regi- 
ments in this city which he recognises as 
fully recruited and ready to go to war.

“ every political party making nominations 
for Aldermen "’ for that city shall nominate 
twelve candidates—equal to the whole num. 
ber to be chosen—and provides that “‘ in case 
any political party shall hereafter nominate 
less than twelve candidates .. . the 
names of such candidates shall not be print- 
ed on the official ballot.” As each voter is 
limited to a vote for only seven of these 
candidates, the apparent object is to make it 
impossible for the majority party to elect 
more than that number (seven) in a full 
Board of Aldermen, while the minority 
would have five. The act seems to be rather 
a complicated one, and does not give entire 
satisfaction to the advocates of the minority 
representation principle. It was a Repub- 
lican measure,~while the Democrats gen- 
erally opposed it. 


THE VESUVIUS IN ACTION. 

Most interesting of all the features of the 
recent bombardment at Santiago is the rev- 
elation of terrific power in the pneumatic 
guns of the Vesuvius. On at least two oc- 
casions this curious and revolutionary craft 
hurled some of its 250-pound torpedoes of 
gun-cotton with amazingly destructive ef- 
fects. As these occasions marked the first 
use of pneumatic guns in naval warfare 
they are of historic interest. The first test 
was made at midnight, and the torpedoes 
were hurled merely upon the Santiago cliffs. 
The resultant explosions resembled earth- 
quakes, even rocking the vessels far out to 
sea. The holes they tore in the cliffs will 
be worth going to see after the war is over. 
In the second test the torpedoes were 
thrown into the harbor as near the hostile 
fleet as its location could be guessed. Two 
of the charges made no noise—a peculiarity 
of the explosion of gun-cotton under water. 
The third tore a crater-like hole in an island 
in the harbor—a hole that could be plainly 
seen afterward from the vessels two miles 
at sea. We shall hear again from the 
Vesuvius when Santiago is stormed. 

It is clear that the Vesuvius may yet 
prove worthy of its volcanic name, even 
though it has been reviled and persecuted 
and treated generally like a stepchild by 
nearly all the naval experts since its keel 
was first laid eleven years ago. The gov- 
ernment undoubtedly did a wise thing when 
it determined to give a trial to the pneu- 
matic gun invented by Metford and greatly 
improved by Zalinski. A dozen years ago 
Zalinski was wandering through London, 
Paris, and Berlin trying to get one of the 
European governments to take up his proj- 
ect. They refused, but the United States 
consented to build one vessel mounting his 


‘guns. From that time to this the queer 


shaped cruiser has been through an almost 
unbroken series of mishaps and reverses. 
The Zalinski guns proved a success in coast 


‘defense batteries, but it became the fixed 


conviction at Washington that they would 
never be worth anything built into the deck 
of a' seagoing vessel. A few years ago it 
was determined to take out these guns and 
substitute the ordinary powder rifles, and it 
was only due to the general lethargy in 
naval affairs that this was not done long 
ago. Then the war broke out, the Vesuvius 
was put in commission again, and the ex- 
periment. has astonished everybody by its 
success. 


The Vesuvius is still officially styled a 


dynamite gunboat of 929 tona displace- 
ment and 21.42 knots speed, but the ex- 
plosive used in its big aerial torpedoes 
is gun-cotton, so that it is really a 
gun-cotton or pneumatic gunboat. The pe- 
culiarity of its battery is that compressed 
air is used instead‘of gunpowder to fire 
the torpedo out of the tube. The slow, 
steady action of compressed air is the only 
one thus far discovered that will permit of 
hurling great quantities of high explosives 
through the air without exploding the stuff 
prematurely. Experiments showed long 
ago that an explosion in the bore and the 
bursting of the gun are the result of firing 
even a small quantity of dynamite with 
gunpowder behind it, Hudson Maxim 
claims he has discovered a_ slow-firing 
smokeless powder called cordite which will 
act with all the safety of compressed air, 
but pending the proof of such discovery the 
pneumatic tube is the best weapon known 
tor hurling high explosives, 

The chief objection to these tubes is the 
comparative inaccuracy of theireim. The 
Vesuvius has three such tubes built perma- 
nently into its deck and sticking up at an 
angle similar to that of a mortar. The re- 
sult is a dropping fire and a short trajectory. 
The aim has to be regulated by the dis- 
tance of the boat and by the force of the 
compressed air charge. Naval officers have 
always claimed that the slow, mortar-like 
fire and curved trajectory would aggravate 
every defect in aim on a vessel rolling in 
the waves at sea. But the peeuliar condi- 
tions at Santiago have proved to be just 
those in which the Vesuvius could distin- 
guish itself. The high-angle fire was exact- 
ly suited to the high cliffs, and the dropping 
shots could deliver small earthquakes at 
will among the vessels of the invisible fleet 
in the harbor. 

It looks as if the Vesuvius type of warship 
would now suddenly fulfill its promise and 
prove as revolutionary an agent in sea 
fighting as was Ericsson's cheese-box Mon- 
itor among the old-style wooden war ves- 
sels, which it relegated to oblivion. Zalin- 
ski's pneumatic guns also bid fair to revo- 
lutionise the existing style of coast de 
fenses, The range of these guns can be in- 
creased to at least two miles and the caliber 
ean even exceed two feet, so that the gun 
can throw a ton of gun-cotton, or dynamite, 
or nitrogelatin. When this is done the ef- 
feet of such a torpedo wil] be awful beyond |

may be torn to pieces as easily as Sampson 
now demolishes a Spanish blockhouse. 
The Vesuvius, of course, is built to keep 
at a safe distance from hostile battleships. 
It must be kept beyond the range of the big 
powder guns that could easily penetrate 
its hull. But it has proved that it has a 
sphere of its own in which it is invaluable. 
For reducing forts and defending the 
mouths of bottle-necked harbors it cannot 
be surpassed. The British government has 
already ordered half a dozen of these ocean 
terrors for its navy, Our Congress should 
not think of adjourning without ordering 
half a dozen more of them in various sizes, 
They are cheaply and quickly built, easy 
to equip, and a living nightmare to an 
enemy. They are not invulnerable iron- 
clads, but they are awfulinaction. — 


Judging from the recent

AND THE bor union of New York the 
Beer Tax. workingmen are of many

The New York labor delegates are not 
the sole discoverers of this idea. There dre 
others. They all agree that the failure to 
put the tax all on the other fellow is the only 
really objectionable point about the new 
revenue law. 


SPAIN’S CRINGING OFFERS SPURNED 

A: recent proclamation issued by General: 
Bartolome Maso, President of the Cuban 
republic, confirms the report previously 
published of the spurning by the Cuban 
patriote of the efforts of General Blanco to 
induce them to enter into an alliance with 
their Spanish oppressors for the purpose of 
repelling the invasion of the island by the 
United States. President Maso, while re- 
affirming the truth of these reports, in the 
most positive manner expresses the grati- 
tude of the Cubans for the friendly action 
of the people of the United States in as- 
sisting them to secure their independence, 
completely refuting the stories so industri- 
ously circulated by the Spanish press that 
the insgrgents were ready to make common 
cause with their oppressors in resisting the 
measures taken by this country for their 
relief. General Maso says: 


All true Cubans have refected and will always 
continue to reject the offers of Spain, knowing 
full well, from our bitter and wretched experience 
of the past, that Spain will prove treacherous to 
any alliance and unfaithful to any promise she 
may make, no matter of what nature it may be. 
. . In the name of the law and the power 
vested in me as the President of our republic 
I make known that the only end for which we 
are striving is for the independence of the Island 


of Cuba, for liberty to establish just and equitable 


laws for our own people, and for the safety and 
protection of those people of foreign nations who 
may see fit to come and setfle with us upon our 
fertile and productive island. Our mission will be 
completed, so far as the revolution goes, when we 
have achieved complete liberty and independence, 
and when Cuba can freely proceed to establish 
its own public institutions and better organize its 
domestic government for the exigencies and neces- 
sities of the country, *G 

This is spoken like a true patriot who ap- 
preciates the real attitude of the United 
States and is laboring to secure the best 
interests of the people whom he represents. 
The proclamation concludes with the an- 
nouncement that any person, no matter 
what his position may have been in the 
past, ““may become a Cuban and secure 
the protection of person and property under 
the Cuban flag” by renouncing his alle- 
giance to any other nation and formally de- 
claring his adhesion to the Cuban govern- 
ment. As for the autonomists, they are 
regarded as treacherous to the interests of 
the Cuban people as the Spaniards them- 
selves, in whose interest they have been 
content to labor. © 

The sneaking, treacherous policy adopted 
by the Blanco administration to win over 
the Cuban patriots, whom they persecuted 
and tortured for years past in every con- 
ceivable manner—even to the systematic 
starvation of their innocent and helpless 
families—is strikingly illustrated in the 
efforts to which this proclamation refers. 
That their advances, if accepted, would 
only have resulted in a repetition of past 
acts of treachery no one will doubt who re- 
members the history of Spanish oppression 
in Ouba for the last hundred years, 


President McKinley, in 
postponing his vacation 
pending military operations 
which may demand his im- 
diate attention, has acted 
wisely. Whatever may be the strain upon 
the Executive of a war situation or the dis- 
comforts of life in Washington during the

SUPERB NERVE AT LA QUASINA, 
With the fuller details of the initial en- 
gagement of the Rough Riders in the bat- 
tle of La Quasina the superb courage of 
the men comes out in still bolder relicf. 
There can be no questioning the remarkable 
nerve of the whole body of cavalrymen 
who walked into that Spanish ambuscade. 
The heroes no doubt lacked discretion, but 
they had valor enough to make up for it. 
They took fearful chances in riding so 
unguardedly through the unfamiliar cha- 
parral, and in consequence they walked. 
straight into as deadly an ambuscade as 
ever Sioux or Apache planned, But when 
the rude awakening came not a man flinched. 
Spanish rifles cracked, Spanish machine 
guns chattered, and brave boys fell right 
and left never to rise again, but every 
survivor stood his ground through it all. 
The moment was one to make veterans 
quail, yet these comparatively raw troops 
stood up to their work with an unfaltering 
courage. To this alone is due the fact 
that the incident was not a great disaster 
instead of a dearly bought victory. : 
Lieutenant Colonel Roosevelt, who is 
unanimously credited with doing some of 
the stiffest rifle work in that trying hour, 
saye there were nearly 1,500 Spaniards in 
front and to the sides of the Rough Riders 
when the first deadly volley was fred from 
the brush. The Spaniards held the ridges 
with rifle pits and machine guns, and had a 
body of men in ambush in the thick jungie 
beside the road over which the Americans 
were advancing. Men who can face that:

From the moment when the gal- 
lant fellows charged: squarely into the jun- 
gle from which they had been fired on and 
drove the enemy before them, until the 
final moment of triumph when Wood and 
Roosevelt dashed with their two lines 
across the open space to the blockhouse, 
yelling like demons and shooting as they 
yelled, the engagement was full of heroism, 
The surgeon who calmly dressed the 
wounds of a fallen man between the two 
lines of fire only showed that he was made 
of the same stuff as those he was with, 
The brave fellows who now lie beneath 
the long mound on the beautiful tropic-clad 
hill where they fell, will not be soon for- 
gotten. La Quasina may be called a 
skirmish by the war historians, but its 
superb display of courage will have more 
genuine inpiration in it than many a great 
battle.

Tue CuBAN terday give some definite 

INSURGENTS. idea of the strength of the 
insurgent forces codperat- 
ing with General Shafter’s army in the 
operations against Santiago. It is put in 
round numbers at 8,500 men, all of whom 
are well armed now and fully provided with 
ammunition, These figures may be exag- 
gerated a litthe, but the fact remains that 
there are about half as many Cubans as 
there are Americana This is a reinforce- 
ment which is not to be despised. The men 
who have been contending that the insur- 
gent “‘armies”’ were only a handful of 
skulking guerrillas have been answered. 
There are insurgents, and they are ready to 
fight when they are told what to do and are 
sure they will be backed up. That has been 
proved beyond all question during the last 
few days. This is practically the first time 
that the insurgents have been able to put a 
large number of men in the fleld at the same 
place and time. For until] now, when they 
have the Americans to depend on for pro- 
visions, they never have been able to feed 
a large number of troops for any length of 
time. A guerrilla warfare has been forced 
om them. There was an abundance of men, 
but a scarcHy of arms, ammunition, and 


provisions. If the American army advances 


westward after having reduced Santiago 
it will be joined by more insurgents. They 
will not be well-drilled and their discipline 
will not be perfect, but they will be valuable 
auxiliaries in the operations against Blanco, 
as they are proving to be now in those 
against General Linares. 


The President yesterday 
Hopson’s. sent a message to Congress 
WELL-EARNED which will commend itself 
REWARD.  toevery patriotic American. 
- He recites the details of the 
gallant feat performed by Assistant Naval 
Constructor Hobson and his seven associates 
in Santiago harbor on June 3, and declares 
that *‘a more brave and daring thing has 
not been done since Cushing blew up the 
Albemarle."" The seven men who were with 
him have already been rewarded by advance- 
ment, aS well as Naval Cadet Powell, who 
followed the Merrimac in a steam launch, 
but Hobson’s advancement has not yet been 
made, as it is operative only in case of line 
officers. To obviate this difficulty the Pres- 
ident recommends that he receive the thanks 
of Congress, “‘ and further that he be trans- 
ferred to the line of the navy and promoted 
to such position therein as the President, by 
and with the advice and consent‘ of the 
Senate, may determine ’’—a transfer which 
ig warranted by the fact that he has received 
the necessary technical training asa grad- 
uate of the Naval Academy, where he stood 
number one in his class The President's 
recommendation will of course be actedupon 
promptly by Congress and will be hailed 
with popular acclamation as a worthy and 
fitting reward for the gallant fellow who 
is now confined in a Cuban prison, and whose 
exchange has thus far been refused. It will 
not be long, however, before his prison doors 
will be opened by American soldiers. 


According to the Spanish 
HAVANA’S correspondents in Havana 
BLOCKADE A the city grows gayer and 
Boon. more prosperous with every 
day of the blockade. As 
far as can be learned from these cheery 
and debonair dispatches sent out from 
Blanco’s headquarters the Spanish strong- 
hold of Cuba fs already under deep obliga- 
tions to Uncle Sam for a high degree of com- 
fort and prosperity, and if the blockade only 
lasts long enough the place will have milk 
and honey to burn, The Spanish Mark Tap- 
ley cables from Havana that the people have 
resumed attendance upon religious services, 
showing a calm and tranquil frame of mind. 
Theaters and bagaars are doing a land office 
business. One of the fashionable amuse- 
ments is to drive down San Lorenzo avenue 
and make fun of the American blockading 
ships, ‘“‘ many @ light jest falling from beau- 
tiful ps.” From the same cheery source 
come daily announcements of heavily-laden 
ships that run the blockade with all the 
delicacies of the season. According to these 
veracious Spanish dispatches Havana is fap- 
idly becoming a paradise of gayety and fat- 
ness.

High-Handed Proceedings of the Gov- 
ernment in India—A Crisis ~ 
to Be Faced. 


The current of events in India appears to 
be taking a turn that, unless firmly met by 
the British government, must before long 
lead to disaster. The gulf that separates 
the subject races from their conquerors is 
becoming wider and deeper, and thc strength 
that the British administration of the coun- 
try derived from the confidence reposed by 
the natives in its justice has been rudely 

aken by some recent occurrences of which 
little or no notice has been taken in the Eng- 
lish press. 

One of the most important Incidents ts con- 
nected with the murders of Mr. Rand and 
Lieutenant Ayerst at Poona at the time of 
the celebration of the Queen’s jubilee. Two 
native gentlemen, brothers, of the name of 
Natu, educated, wealthy, and exercising 
great influence among their fellow-country- 
men, were arrested on suspicion merely of 
being connected with a widespread con- 
spiracy against the British rule. They have 
been detained ever since without a hearing 
or trial of their case, and their property con- 
fiscated by administrative order, approved 
by the Secretary of State for india in Lon- 
don. Their friends in India and England, 
alarmed at the growing dissatisfaction in 
the latter country with a couree of procedure 
80 much at variance with «very principle 
of British law, were about to bring the mat- 
ter before the British Parliam.ent when the 
Indian government relaxed suime of the rigor 
of their treatment and removed them to an- 
other part of the country distant from cheir 
own residence. There they remain for the 
present, under elose surveillance, and the 
government continues to refuse them trial 
or hearing. What makes the action both of 
the British and Indian gvvernments the 
more difficult to understand is that the 
Judge who tried the murderer of the two 
. officials named has recently declared in pub- 
lic durbar that no evidence whatever was 
disclosed on the occasion indicating any con- 
spiracy or connection of oiler persons with 
the act. 

The second case is one of eaceptional grav- 
ity and has excited widespread alarm amorg 
the native population of India of all clasges. 
On April 30 a Dr. Suresh Chunder, Sircar at 
Barrackpur, Calcutta, was murdered under 
circumstances of great brutality by three 
British soldiers. His carriage was waiting 
at his door to drive him io the railway sta- 
tion when the three British soldiers came 
along, and, seeing the carriuge, jumped in 
— told the driver to take ihem to the sta- 
tion, 

As he refused, they began beating the 
horses and abusing the man, and when the 
doctor came out to femonstrate set upon 
him, and, after knocking him down and 
kicking him to death, two fled, one into 
a neighboring mosque. The third was badly 
handled by people, who came to the rescue 
and was handed over to the authorities, 
The doctor was a man.of eminence in the 
community, having been a member of the 
Municipal commission, and _ recently its 
chairman. He was also an honorary mag- 
istraté, and the circumstances of his mur- 
der, taken with a growing overbearing at- 
titude toward the natives of every degree 
by the British of all classes, incite the live- 
liest interest all over the country to see what 
punishment will be meted out to the perpe- 
trators of the outrage. | 

The Bengalee, a leading native newspaper 

in Calcutta, warns the administration that 
a failure adequately to punish the mur- 
derers will greatly increase the sense of in- 
security and the want of confidence that is 
rapidly taking the place of the old feeling 
of respect for British rule. Quite recently 
a woman was shot by a soldier, who had 
gone out after game with his army rifle, and 
was not punished. 
- Another cause of trouble between the au- 
_thorities and natives is that the government 
refuses to accept the services of educated 
_Hindoos and Mussulmans in dealing with the 
plague, and when any of them ventures pub- 
licly to advise his fellow-countrymen with- 
out permission of the authorities, he is ar- 
rested fur sedition. A case of the kind 
is reported from Agra, where a Moulvi, 
Mahomet Pasuf Ali, was arrested for ad- 
vising Mohammedans and Hindoos to unite 
in making representations to the govern- 
ment about the plague regulations. The 
charge of sedition failed, but the accused 
was called on to show cause why he should 
not be bound over to keep the peace, al- 
though the evidence given went to show 
that his action had been taken with a view 
to prevent a breach of the peace. 

The most singular thing apparent in the 
situation in India is the unanimity with 
which the educated classes are using all the 
influence at their command to induce their 
fellow-countrymen to submit to the meas- 
ures of the government, even those most 


repugnant to their prejudices, while the 


British authorities refuse their coéperation 
in such @ way as to humiliate them in the 
eyes of those who naturally look to them 
for counsel and leading.—New York Sun. 


Republican Imperialism, 


Imperialism is shocking to some who do 
not realize that they are applying the term 
to a policy which has been that of the United 
States ever since independence was achieved, 
Mr. Bryan’s pretense that the consent of in- 
habitants must always be first obtained, and 
that the essential principle of our form of 
government requires participation therein 
by everybody who shares its burdens or sub- 
mits to its authority, is an ignorant arraign- 
ment of the foremost men of all parties in 
times past, who never asked the assent of 
the Indians or other inhabitants of the 
Northwest Territory, Florida, New Mexico, 
or Alaska. Perhaps the poor man does not 
know that to this day the dwellers in the 
District of Columbia, the Indian Territory, 
Oklahoma, New Mexico, Arizona, and 
Alaska are paying taxes for the support of 
the government without having any voice 
in making its laws. The right and power of 
the United States to acquire territory by 
purchase or capture from a sovereign, with- 
out consulting its inhabitants, and to gov- 
ern the territory as long as it may seem best 
with no other than a purely military rule, 
will not be disputed save by those who are 
‘ignorant of the nation’s history. 

Neither will anybody seriously contend, in 
the face of decisions of the Supreme Court, 
that Congress is required by the constitution 
to provide some particu form of govern- 
ment for all territory of the United States. 
It may need none, as for a long time Alaska 
needed none. If anything can be settled by 
a decision of the highest court, it is settled 
that supreme and absolute power to make 
all regulations for the territory of the United 
States rests with Congress, which can pro- 
vide for such territory no government at 
all, or occupation by wild Indians, or tribal 
Indian government, or military rule, or any 
form of elective government, wholly or in 
part, with any limitation of suffrage thought 
advisable. And as thig is the supreme law, so 
it is the obvious dictate of common sense. It 
would be idiotic for a nation to debar itself 
from acquiring and possessing for future 
occupancy and settlement a piece of terri- 
tory because its present tants need 
no government or are fit for none that the 
United States can conveniently establish. 

The phrase “ colonial government” has 
been an unpopular one in this country ever 
since the colonial rule of the mother coun- 
try was thrown off. It may be added that 
in dealing with any body of settlers who are 
fitted for a fair measure of self-government 
Great Britain has found it wiser to adopt a 
greatly modified form of colonial govern- 
ment, while the evil effects of mure arbitrary 
rule for such settlers have been often ex- 
hibited in colonies of various nations. The 
phrase does not matter. The essence of the 
thing is the absolute power which the consti- 
tution gives to Congress over all the terri- 
tory of the United States. Until Congress 
has provided some ferm of civil authority 
military rule alone can exist, and that form 
it has power to continue indefinitely. It 
might be as expedient to prohibit settlement 
in some islands inhabited only by savages, 
and to confine those savages to such islands, 
as it has been to make similar restrictions 
regarding the Indian Territory or reserva-

°* Rear Admiral Sampson, Commander-in- 
Chief of our naval force in Cuban waters, in 
an official report, dated off Santiago de Cuba, 
June 3, 1898, and addressed to the Secretary 
of the Navy, Yeferring to Mr. Hobson's gal- 
lant exploit, says: 

“* As stated in a recent telegram, before 
coming here I decided to make the harbor 
entrance secure against the possibility of 
egress of the Spanish ships by obstructing 
the narrow part of the entrance by sinking 
a collier at that point. Upon calling upon 
Mr. Hobson for his professional opinion as 
to a sure method of sinking the ship he man- 
ifested a most lively interest in the problem. 
After: several days’ consideration he pre- 
sented a solution which he considered would 
insure the immediate sinking of the ship 
when it had reached the desired point inthe 
channel. The plan contemplated a crew of 
only seven men, and Mr. Hobson begged 
that it might be intrusted to him. 

** As soon as I reached Santiago and had 
the collier to work upon the details were 
commeneed and diligently prosecuted, hoping 
to complete them in one day, as the moon 
and tide served best the first night after our 
arrival. Notwithstanding every effort, the 
hour of 4 o'clock in the morning arrived and 
the preparations were scarcely completed.

** * This morning proved more propitious, as 
& prompt start could be made. Nothing 
could have been more gallantly executed.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1808, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.} 

Thirty days’ imprisonment and a fine of 
800 marks is the sentence which has just 
been imposed by the German courts upon 
Princess Eleonore af Sayn Wittgenstein as 
a punishment for criminal Libel, of which 
she is convicted of having been guilty at 
the evpense of her former brother-in-law, 
Count Koenigsmarck, whose divorce a year 
ago attracted so much attention throughout 
Germany. 

The Princess, who is a Sayn Wittgenstein 
not alone by birth but also by marriage, is 
an elderly woman of over 50, without chil- 
dren, and is renowned for the sharpness of 
her tongue and for her mischief-making 


The family to which she belongs is one 


j of the grandest in Central Europe, being 


one of the mediatized or formerly reigning 


rank as sovereign families, although they 
have ceased to reign and have been deprived 
of their dominions. 

The Sayn Wittgensteins are equally.at home 
in Austro-Hungary, in Germany, in Russia, 
and in Denmark, and while one Princess of 
this family was the Egeria of the famous 
Abbé Liszt and the cause of his seeking 
refuge in holy orders, another Princess of 
the same house recently died as the wife of 
the German Chancellor Prince Hohenlohe, 
while yet a third made his home in France, 
where he died, leaving as his widow one of 
the best known women of the Parisian 
half-world. 


The criminal libel with which Princess 
Eleonore is charged is to the effect that her 
sister’s husband, Count Charles Koenigs- 
marck, had been unduly intimate with 
Countess S——., the favorite maid-of-honor 
of the German Empress and the most con- 
stant and intimate companion of the latter. 
There was not a shadew of truth in the 
accusation, which was a particularly cruel 
one in every respect, especially as the Count- 
ess at whose expense it was made is un- 
married. 

Unfortunately, however, the wife of Count 
Koenigsmarck is an extremely jealous 
woman, and made her husband's life such 
a burden in connection therewith that he had 
no alternative left but a divorce, which was 
granted by the courts on the ground of 
‘‘mutwal antipathy,” after a marriage of 
near thirty years. 

Princess Eleonore, as well as her now di- 
vorced sister, have English blood in their 
veins, their mother, still living, at the age 
of nearly 90, having been the daughter of 
an English baronet, Sir George , Pigott. 
There were all sorts of obstacles raised to 
Miss Pigott’s marriage on the score of the 
alleged inequality of her birth to that of 
her husband. But matters were finally sat- 
isfactorily adjusted on its being shown that 
Miss Pigott comprised a number of former 
Kings of Ireland among her ancestors. 

The Koenigsmarcks have played a great 
‘role in European history, one of them hav- 
ing become, by King Augustus of Saxony, 
the mother of that famous military leader, 
the Marechal dé Saxe, who gave the English 
such a terrible drubbing at Fontenoy, while 
another lady of the same house was the 
** belle amie ’’ of King George II. of England. 
A Count Philip of Koenigsmarck was put 
to death on the accusation of unlawfui re- 
lations with the Queen of King George I. 
of England. 


The mention above of Prince Hohenlohe, 
the Chancellor of the German empire, serves 
to recall the fact that he has recently been 
visiting both France and Russia for the 
purpose of settling up his affairs in both 
of these countries. 

His wife’s brother, who belonged to the 
Russian branch of the Sayn Wittgensteins, 
died possessed of Immense estates in France 
and in Russia, those in the former country 
comprising a mansion in the Champs 
Elysées and a castle in Brittany, while the 
property in Russia extended over an area 
of more than a million acres, situated, un- 
fortunately, in immediate proximity to the 
frontier. 

Now Russian law prohibits foreigners from 
holding land in the proximity of the frontier, 
and all attempts on the part not only of the 
Hohenlohes, but even of the present German 
Emperor, to obtain for the latter an exemp- 
tion from this law were without avail. The 
Russian government would not even consent 
to the proposal that one of the sons of the 
German Chancellor should become a natu- 
ralized citizen of Russia. . 

So the entire property has been sold off at 
a tremendous sacrifice, with the exception 
of the family castle of Werki and its sur- 
rounding park, which the present Czar has, 
by an act of special grace, permitted to re- 
main for the present in the possession of the 
Hohenlohes. 

In order to show how great is the pecuniary 
sacrifice which the German Chancellor has 
been forced to make in connection with the 
sale of the property I need merely say that 
the wood alone on the land of which he has 
got rid represented, according to current 
market prices, a larger sum of money than 
he obtained for the wood, the land, and the 
buildings thereon all put together. 

The Chancellor while at Paris made no 
secret of his: intention to resign office as 
quickly as possible,-on the ground that he 
was almost stone deaf and becoming terribly 
shortsighted. In fact, he has grown aged 
looking and broken since the sudden death 
last winter of his wife, with whom he had 
spent more than fifty years of exceedingly 
happy married life. 


Emperor William does not take defeat 
gracefully or graciously. It may be remem- 
bered that the federal tribunal of arbitra- 
tion, presided over by the King of Saxony, 
decided against his pretensions in the con- 
troversy concerning the regency and succes- 
sion of the Principality of Lippe Detmold, 
which he had attempted to appropriate for 
his sister and brother-in-law, the Prince and 
Princess of Schaumburg-Lippe. 

The court very rightly decided in favor of 
the other claimant, Count Ernest of Lippe, 
taking the ground that if the mésalliance 
of an ancestor were to be regarded as a bar 
to succession, more than half the thrones 
of Germany would have to be vacated, even 
Emperor William’s own children becoming 
in that event ineligible to the succession of 
the throne of Germany. ; 

The Emperor has been obliged to accept 
the decision of the court, but he has given 
expression to his feelings in the matter 
by withdrawing his envoy from the Court of 
Lippe on the ground that it “is useless 
to maintain diplomatic relations with so 
small and unimportant a government and 
oo ge This is an altogether needless in- 
sult. 


A couple of years ago I received from Bal- 
timore a letter making inquiries about Sir 
Grenville Louis Temple, and asking for 
information with regard to the family. In 
reply thereto I stated that Sir Grenville 
Temple claimed to belong to an exceedingly 
ancient family and was an officer in the 
army. That he traced Ais descent just in 
the same manner as the present Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the late Lord Palmerston, 
the late Duke of Buckingham, and the pres- 
ent Earl of Temple, to Leofric, Earl of Ches- 
ter, who, in the reign of King Edward the 
Confessor, married the celebrated Lady Go- 
diva of Coventry. 

I likewise added that a doubt existed as 
to the lineage of Sir Grenville, whose claims 
to the baronetcy are not accepted by all 
the authorities. 

Sir Grenville has now been sentenced to 
seven years’ penal servitude in England on 
a charge of bigamy, his first wife hav- 
ing been an American, presumably the one 
who wrote for information about him from 
Baltimore, and his present wife an actress 
of the name of Agnus Roselle. He was 
married to the latter last March, and she is 
now suing him for divorce on the ground of 
bigamy, while it is the government that has 
been proceeding against him criminally for 
having two wives at one and the same time.

Water Still Impure. 

For seven weeks water taken from the 
mains in different parts of the city has been 
“ suspicious’ or bad,’’ making the long- 
est continuous period of non-potable water 
on record since systematic examinations of 
the water supply began.

Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Gives Them Relief. 


HITS CANADIAN PACIFIC. 


Extends Suspension of Long and 
Short Haul Clause. 


FORESTALLS A CONFERENCE. 


Of its own motion and without waiting 
to hear arguments on the subject, the Inter- 
state Commerce commission has granted 
relief to the Western roads in their fight 
with the Canadian Pacific by extending till 
Jan. 1 next the suspension of the long and 
short haul clause of the interstate commerce 
act. 

The order of the commission heretofore 
issued expires on July 1, and at the re- 
quest of the Western roads a hearing for 
an extension was to have been had at Wash- 
ington on July 12. Whether this does away 
with any further hearing in the matter is 
not known. 

It is quite probable that the Interstate 
Commerce ‘commission’s action was taken 
for the purpose of preventing a conference, 
as it was the intention of the railroads not 
only to ask an extension of the suspension 
of the act, but also to request the commission 
to use its efforts to have the Canadian 
Pacific deprived of the bonding privilege on 
shipments through or to points in the United 
States. The commission, it is believed, does 
not care to have the latter question argued 
at this time, lest it might interfere with a 
proposed céOmmercial treaty between the 
United States and Canada now under con- 
sideration. 


Canadian Pacific Perturbed. 

The Canadian Pacifie is considerably per- 
turbed over the prospect that the piratical 
measures it has been practicing against the 
United States may prevent it from getting 
any favors from the commission which is 
negotiating the new treaty, and for this rea- 
son appears to be more inclined now to make 
reasonable concessions to its American com- 
petitors. Chairman Caldwell of the West- 
ern Passenger association will have a con- 
ference in New York with General Passen- 
ger Agent McNicoll of the Canadian Pacific 
and General Passenger Agent Davis of the 
Grand Trunk in a day or two, and it is quite 
probable that something will be done to 
end the bitter fight between the Canadian 
Pacific and the United States roads. 

Through and export shipments of flour, 
graig, and provisions from Chicago to the 
Atlantic seaboard last week suffered a seri- 
ous decrease, notwithstanding that rate 
cutting is as freely practiced by the various 
roads as ever before. 


Figures in Official Report. 

The official report just issued shows that 
the total shipments of those articles last 
week amounted to only 43,705 tons, against 
65,142 tons for the week previous. For the 
corresponding week last year, when business 
was unprecedentedly dull, the total through 
shipments amounted to 32,264tons. The per- 
centages carried by the various roads last 
week were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 
10.9; Big Four, 9.6; Chicago and Erie, 13.3; 
Grand Trunk, 2.5; Lake Shore, 6.3; Mich- 
igan Central, 10.9; Nickel Plate, 10.2; Pan- 
Handle, 4.8; Fort Wayne, 14.1; Wabash, 17.4. 

When the Chicago and Ohio River roads 
a short time ago agreed to take no less than 
1% cents per mile per capita for the trans- 
portation of troops the General Passenger 
Agent of one of the roads remarked that 
he wouldn't speak to the man who violated 
the agreement. A few days ago this same 
General Passenger Agent carried troops for 
the government at one cent a mile and the 
result was that the General Passenger 
Agents of competing roads refused to recog- 
nize him.

Homing Birds Released by Thomas 
Snelling at Tampa Expected to 
Reach Chicago Today. 


Snelling, a member of Company G, First 
Illinois Volunteers, are anxiously awaiting 
the arrival in Chicago of two carrier pigeons 
bearing tidings of the soldier boys in camp 
at Tampa, Fla. The birds were released 
at 6 o’clock on Sunday morning, and if their 
flight is successful are expected to reac 
here today. 

Thomas Snelling, 672 Larrabee street, the 
father of the young soldier, sent the homing 
pigeons to his son by express last Wednes- 
day. The project was entered upon as an 
experiment to see if the birds could make 
so long a flight. The distance is estimated 
at 1,500 miles. 

The birds were loaned to Mr. Snelling by 
John Griesbach, their owner, and their 


Lincoln and Garfield avenues. One of the 
birds has a record of 800 miles and the other 
of 500 miles. 

Mr. Snelling thinks there is considerable 
doubt about the pigeons getting back to 
Chicago, They fly by daylight only, resting 
at night, and in the morning have to look 
for food and water. Foraging in a strange 
country they are liable to be shot by hunt- 
ers. Whatever messages they bear are at- 
tached to rings on their legs, and even 
ae should be shot they may be heard

If the pigeons reach Chicago safely Mr. 
Griesbach will fix a place of exhibition for 
them in a window of his house and allow 
the public to see the messengers that came 
from the base of tho war in Cuba. 

Private Snelling, who started the pigeons 
on their long journey, is the man who while 
guarding the warehouses on Tampa pier 
stopped General Miles and General Shafter 
from smoking.

WANTED IN TWO CIPIES. | 


CHICAGO AND BOSTON POLICE AFTER 
ALONZO J. WHITEMAN. 


Gnce Promising Minnesota Politician, 
Now a Prisoner in St. Louis, Charged 
with Swindling in Mary States and 
in England and France—In Trouble 
Here in 1894 and Indicted Yester- 
day on Complaint eof the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel. 


Chicago and Boston will race with each 
other for the possession of the person of 
Alonzo J. Whiteman; ex-Mayor of Duluth. 
and former State Senator of Minnesota, 
under arrest in St. Louis, charged with 
swindling by means of forged checks the 
Grand Pacific Hotel of this city and the 
Parker House of Boston. He was indicted 
by the grand jury in this city yesterday and 
officers will start for St. Louis as soon as 
the requisition papers can be drawn. Bos- 
‘ton authorities also are eager for the chance 
to punish a man who is believed to be one 
of the most daring crooks in the country. 
The advantage in distance is, however, with 
Chicago, and its officers probably will be 
first in the city where Whiteman is held 
@ prisoner. St. Louis authorities-may turn 
him over to either city, as they please, but 
they will be apt to want to surrender him 
to the first comer. . 

Whiteman, at last on the plane of a com- 
mon criminal, has behind him a police rec- 
ord which has been written on two conti- 
nents, and has pages in nearly every State. 
In 1894 he was accused of swindling opera- 
tions at the Washington Park racetrack in 
Chicago, but fled before he could be taken 
into custody. He was arrested in a few 
weeks in Detroit for passing a worthless 
check on a hotel. A confederate was sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment, but in- 
fluence let Whiteman go free. In Septem- 
ber, 1894, he was believed to be implicated 
in an operation which cost the National 
Bank of the Republic in this city $400, but 
he eluded the detectives and escaped to 
Europe. In London he tried to pass a forged 
check, but failed, but at Paris he was more 
Successful. French police got on his trail 
and he dodged back to America. In 1895 he 
was tried at San Francisco for a forgery 
and was sentenced to nine years’ imprison-

in November, 1896.

He was a graduate of Columbia College, and 
after receiving his diploma went to Duluth 
and engaged in the lumber business. His 
father died in March, 1888, leaving a large 
estate, of which Whiteman and his mother 
were appointed executor and executrix with- 
out bond. Other members of the. family 
demanding an accounting, it was found that 
from $60,000 to $70,000 in, notes, a part of 
the assets, were forgeries. Criminal pro- 
ceedings were never instituted. 

While a member of the Minnesota Legisia- 
ture he secured the passage of the ‘“‘ White- 
man election law,” which continued in Op- 
eration until the adoption of the Australian 
ballot system. In 1890 he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress tn the Fifth 
Minnesota Congressional District, but was 
defeated. His defeat was followed by bank- 
ruptcy and soon afterwards he became a 
bookmaker. He was charged with race- 
track swindling by forged checks and was 
eventually barred by the large Eastern and 
Western tracks. | } 

In 1893 he was twice under arrest in New 
York charged with passing worthless checks, 
but escaped punishment. 

When arrested in St. Loulg bank checks 
aggregating over $100,000 were found in his 
valfse. Some of them were already indorsed. 
Dispatches from St. Louis say that, in spite 
of the evidence against him, Whiteman 
continues to protest his innocence. 


DENIES KNOWLEDGE OF TRUST.
